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REMARKS 

Claims 1-6 are pending in the present application. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected. Claims 
1 and 3-5 are herein canceled. Claim 2, indicated by the Examiner as containing allowable subject 
matter, is herein amended to independent form including all the limitations of its parent claim. 
Applicants respectfully submit that this renders claim 2 allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §102 

Claims 1 ? 3, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese 
Patent Publication 2000-353710 (Toshiba KK). 

Applicants herein cancel claims 1 and 3-5, thus mooting the rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §103 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Japanese Patent 
Publication 2000-353710 (Toshiba KK) in view of Wiesler et al. 

Applicants herein cancel claim 4, thus mooting the rejection. 

In view of the aforementioned amendments and accompanying remarks, Applicants submit 
that claims 2 and 6, as herein amended, are in condition for allowance. Applicants request such 
action at an early date.
